vents Any Panic. 


‘YANKEE DOODLE’ PLAYED

Notorious Old Playhouse Badly 
Damaged, Total Loss from 
Fire Being About 
$35,000. 


Twenty-five hundred people walked out of 
Hopkins’ Theater last night—walked quietly, 
though the air was dense with smoke from 
the fire that was wrecking the old Park The- 
ater, next door. There was no sign of panic. 
The orchestra played, and on the stage a 
vaudeville player never paused till the last 
spectator was gone. Then they ran out of 
the choking atmosphere. 

The fire itself threatened for a time to de- 
stroy the entire Park Theater Building. It 
started in the basement shortly before 10 p. 
m. A 2-11 alarm was sent in and the blaze 
extinguished after a hard struggle. The loss. 
is put at $35,000. Members of Engine Com- 
pany No. 10 were nearly overcome by smoke | 
in the basement of the building. The State 
street cable and the Alley L cars were 
tied up. Crowds gathered in State street to 
watch the firemen at work. 

Soon after the fire started the smoke began 
to creep into Hopkins’. The crowd gave it 
no heed, though the engines were at the very 
door. At length Manager Gumpertz walked 
down the center aisle to the stage and ad- 
dressed the audience, saying: : 

There is a small fire in the basement of 
the theater building adjoining. There is no 
danger to this house, and our patrons need 
not be alarmed.“ * 

A few people rose to their feet, but th 
behind them called but: Down in front,’ 
and the performance proceeded without in- 
terruption. 


Audience Is Advised to Go. | 
When the smoke was first noticed in 
Hopkins’ Theater, Stage Manager Morris 
called to one of the three Keatings, who were 
on the stage, and gave instructions to pro- 
ceed with their act even if the house was 
dismissed. A few minutes later the smoke 
thickened so perceptibly that it was feared 
the audience would bolt, so Stage Manager 
Morris stepped out to the footlights and ad- 
dressed the audience: 

„We will not interrupt the performance, 
but the smoke is getting thicker in the 
house, said he, and some of our patrons 
may feel that it would be safer to leave. 
Those who wish to go will please make their 
exit in a quiet and orderly manner in order 

at no one be injured.” 

During the time the audience was filing 
out the thrée Keatings continued their act 
and the orchestra played Yankee Doodle 
with a will. Those who were in the upper 
galleries were not alarmed and were as 
orderly and cool in leaving the house as were 
the occupants of the lower floor. The boys in 
the gallery made no move to leave until 
those in the other parts of the house were 
on their ‘way out. Then they joined the 
exodus and hurried into the street in about 


the usual manner. 


Fire Difficult to Fight. | 
A first alarm from the “ Park was turned 
in at 9:50 o’clock. Ten minutes later there 
was a 2-11 alarm and all of the apparatus 
was soon at work pouring water into the 
building. The fire in the basement had a 
good start and the fight was a stubborn one. 
The fire was smothered and smoky, there 
being no display of flames from the windows 
of the building. There was a large crowd of 
spectators in State street and the cable car 
traffic was suspended. | 
There was several thousand dollars w 
of scenery belonging to the Dearborn Th r 
stored in the basement of the building. It 
was destroyed. The floor of the auditorium 


had been in good order a damage Of $50,000 | 
would have resulted.

Playhouse with a History. 

The old Park Theater is one of the his- 
torical playhouses of the city.

It was rebuilt soon after, and in 1880 
came under the management of John Lony, 
who controlled the house steadily as long 
as it was conducted as a regular play- 
house. It was permanently closed two years 
ago as a playhouse, The building and ground 
belong to the Tobin estate.

Scheme to Defraud Jewelers.

Behind his arrest there 
is alleged to be a far reaching scheme to 
defraud jewelers in all parts of the country. 

Rich, Allen & Co, of Chicago sent $1,000 
worth to Rause, but the postoffice inspectors 
have recovered the valuables, Four thousand 
dollars’ worth sent by other firms has aiso 
been recovered. 
The arrest was made at Randolph, Wis.,

Inspector Bird went to the Thomas house 
yesterday to wait for Mrs. Saundars. During 
the day no one put in an appe ce and it 
was feared that the decoy would not have the 
desired results. The inspector retired for the 
night. Shortly after 1 o’clock this morning 
some one asked for admittance into the 
house. A member of the family opened the 
door, while Inspector Bird, taken by surprise, 
huriled into his clothes. Revolver in hand 
he stepped into the room, Before him stood 
a little hunchbacked boy. 

“Iam Frank Rause, he exclaimed. “ Mrs. 
Saunders told me to give Peter this money. 

Boy with Long Blonde Hair. 

He handed a $2 bill to Peter. This was a 
surprise for Mr. Bird. But he received some 
satisfaction when he discovered that the 
boy had long blonde hair, which was one of 
the characteristics of Mrs. Saunders. The 
boy was submissive, but denied all knowi- 
edge of the affair beyond his connection with 
Mrs. Saunders. Mrs. Thomas, her daughter, 
and her son identified the hunchback as 
Mrs. Saunders, the woman who had made 
the arrangements with them. 

Mrs. Thomas was positive that it was one 
and the same person, but the prisoner caim- 
ly smiled and derided the idea that he was a 
woman. He gave the name of Frank Rause. 
He told the Inspector that he was a tramp. 
He said that about midnight he was tramp- | 
ing up the railroad into Randolph, when a 
woman, jumping from a buggy, gave him $38 
and told him to go to the house and get a 
‘package for her, and he did so. 

Rause said that he had lived at Fox Lake, 
Wis., and also in Chicago. He denies ail 
knowledge of the crime and positively re- 
fuses to talk of the charge against him. 
When questioned here today he said he at 
one time did a female impersonstor’s turn 
in saloons in Chicago. 

Inspector Bird believes that there were no 
accomplices in the attempted fraud and that 
Rause did all of the work. 


GIRL WHO LOVES AN ACTOR 
“ENDS LIFE AT FOOTLIGHTS. 


Washington Young Woman Whose Af- 
fection Is Not Returned Commits 
Suicide Before Entire Audience. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 28.—[{Special. eee 
One of the most dramatic suicides which 
has ever taken place in Washington was 
enacted tonight at Chase’s Theater, when 
Miss Mary Renner, during the performance, 
ended her life because of unrequited love. 

Miss Renner, who was about,28 years of 
age, fancied herself in love with an actor 
who appeared at the theater tonight. He 
was evasive, and the culmination came this 
evening, when she killed herself in full view 
of hundreds of people. ; 

The young woman invited a friend to at- 
tend the performance tonight, and shortly 
after 8 o'clock they entered the theater and 
took their seats. A few minutes later Miss 
Renner excused herself, and just as the cur- 
tain went up she was seen walking down 
the center alsle. When she reached the end 
of it—the first row of seats from the stage— 
she paused, lifted her right hand to her 
lips, and with a subdued scream sank to 
the floor. 

Those sitting nearby, together with the 
ushers, rushed to the girl's assistance, and 
she was carried to the rear, where it was 
discovered she was suffering from poison.

Both Senators recognized fhe fact that ow- 
ing to the appointment ofa Postmaster Gen- 
eral from Wisconsin and a Secretary of the 
Treasury from Iowa, with a Secretary of 
Agriculture permanently located from the 
same State, it would not be natural to ex- 
pect any Cabinet place for Illinois, They 
reminded him that three of the Ambassa- 
dors to foreign countries were from New 
York, and suggested that in case of vacan- 
cles in the foreign or domestic service in- 
volving positions or large responsibility the 
President could not do better than to look 
over the fleld in Illinois before seeking else- 
where.

CARNEGIE CHANGES GIFT 


OFFERS $10,000,000 FOR NATION- 
AL SCHOOL IN NEW FORM. 


Amends Terms So as to Make Best of 
the Money and Not Embarrass the 
Government-Writes Letter to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt Telling Just What 
His Purpose Was from the Outset— 
Bill Win Be Submitted to Congress 
Soon. 


Washington, D..C.¢ Dec. 28.—[Special. ]— 
Fresident Roosevelt Bas received a formal 
letter from Andrew arnegie announcing 
that the gift of $10, ,000 to build up a 
post-graduate university at Washington will 
be put in such shape that there can be no 
possibile question as to its acceptance. 

In offering at first bonds of the steel 
trust, Mr. Carnegie’s sole purpose was to 
first relieve the government of embarrass- 
ment in investing the money, and secondly, 
to produce more income for the new univer- 
sity than could possibly be done if the capi- 
tal were all sunk in government bonds, 
which, owing to their high premium and low 
interest, pay less thaw any other security. 
Mr. Carnegie will therefore arrange to 
offer that the government of the United 
States become trusteg of a fund which will 
already be invested in interest paying se- 
curities. These securities will be of such a 
character as to be entirely unobjectionable. 
Mr. Carnegie will at once arrange for the 
investment of the capital, and he will in all 
probability select municipal, county, and 
State securities, which bear fairly good rates 
of interest. 

The President is entirely satisfied with the 
terms of the offer, which entirely eliminates 
all question of the government becoming a 
stockholder in the steel trust. The new ar- 
rangement by Mr. Carnegie is as generous 
as the first one, and he shows no possible 
resentment as to the question which has 
arisen regarding the propriety of the gov- 
ernment accepting bonds of the steel trust. 

The President will submit the matter to 
Congress witha recommendation which will 
not only be favorable to the acceptance of 
the gift, but which will make public recog- 
nition of the public spirit and generosity 
of Andrew Carnegie. 

Carnegie Gives to Charity. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 28.—[Special.]—What 
is said to be the first. contribution ever 
given by Andrew Carnegie to plain charity, 
publicly at least, has been received by 
Patrick Dolan, the President of the Pitts- 
burg district of the United Mine Workers 
of America. The check which Dolan re- 
ceived today was for $2,000. 

Dolan wrote to Mr. Carnegie calling his at- 
tention to the fact that in an explosion in 
the Port Royal mines of the Pittsburg Coal 
company last June thirteen men had been 
killed, leaving widows and thirty-five chil- 
dren under 12 years of age. 


Why He Does Not Found Hospitals. 


Critics of Mr. Carnegie’s system of phil- 
anthropy have said he ought to build hos- 
pitals instead of libraries. When he first 
conceived the idea of presenting a library to 
Pittsburg, as to the best way of going about 
it, Mr. Morrow said:

He declines to 
make any statement now concerning the 
case.

Congressman Tells Lincoln Club in an 
Address It Should Be Re- 

In a speech delivered to the members of 
the Lincoln club last evening Congressmiun 
Henry 8. Boutell advocated the repeal of 
the taxes imposed on account of the Spanish 
war, Orging that as the war and the 
emergencies immediately arising from it are 
over the continuation of the tax is unneces- 


The occasion was an informal reception 
to Chicago Congressmen, but Mr. Boutell 
Was the only one able to be present. He 
took for his subject the finances of the na- 
tion, and for an hour gave his hearers an in- 
structive talk on these matters, which he 
referred to as his specialty. 

At the conclusion of his speech Judge 
Orrin N. Carter read Congressman Boutell's 
poem, McKinley.”’ 

The speech began with a history of the 
national debt. Continuing, he gave an ac- 
count of the present condition of the Treas- 
ury, with the cash balance of $170,000,000 
and the surplus accumulating at the rate of 
$8,000,000 a month. 

Considering these facts,“ he said, it is 
piain that the need for the war taxes im- 
posed at the declaration of hostilities with 
Spain is now over. Part of them have been 
repealed, but I think it is time that Congress 
redeemed the solemn pledges, made at the 
time the war revenue was voted, that when 
the war ended the tax should be repealed. 
The war was ended a long time ago, and the 
emergencies arising from it are oyer. The 
need for this burden on the people no longer 
exists, and the people should be relieved of it. 

The magnificent condition of the Treas- 
ury fully warrants this move, for we do not 
need the money for any other purpose. The 
interest charge of the government has re- 
cently been reduced from $47,000,000 to 
$28,000,000; and the nation’s finances are in 
better condition than they ever were before.“

$8,000 four years ago to over $9,000 last 
yéar. He.thought the work had taken time 
which reading, writing, and arithmetic 
should have had. In addition, some of the 
children learned that a mud pie is made of 
dirt and a real pie of flour and apples, while 
some were taught to shout out the old songs 
instead of being taught the value of tones. 

“I never questioned that drawing ought to 
be taught,“ said Trustee Keating yester- 
day, but it ought to be taught to some 
end. Instead of having the eye trained for 
future advancement in art, the child is now 
shown how to put in greensward—perhaps

THINK HIM NOTED GROOK 


J. B. THOMAS’ ARREST PLEASES 
POLICE AUTHORITIES. 


It Is Charged That He Nearly Swindled 
a Davenport, Ia., Man Out of $6,000 
and Was Preparing to Work the 
Same Fraud on a Chicago Woman— 
Traced Here by a Picture and 
Caught—Said to Be Owner of Hotel 
at Atlantic City. 


In the arrest of Dr. J. B. Thomas, alias 
J. J. Dudley, an imposing looking man, de- 
tectives say they have captured the most 
skillful bogus deed swindler in the country. 
The method of his capture was as clever as 
any fraud of which he stands accused and 
came just in time, it is said, to prevent his 
defrauding a Chicago woman out of $2,600. 
Detectives of the Pinkerton agency, by 
whom Thomas was arrested, say he swin- 
ae a Ridgeville (Ind.) man out of $3,000 in 
Thomas, it is charged, was in Chicago in 
November, going from here to Davenport, 
Ia., where he assumed the name J. J. Dud- 
ley. He posed as a wealthy non-resident 
farmer, lived in a select private hotel, drove 
the best horses he could hire, dined with the 
most prominent business-men in the city, 
talked of his skill as a surgeon, employed 
abstract companies to prepare full abstracts 
of the title to several large farms, and began 
business. 


Anxious to Lend Him Money. 


He announced that he wanted to borrow 
money on the farm and several bankers in- 
vited him to open negotiations with them. 
Thomas or Dudley said, it is declared, that 
he preferred to obtain the money from some 
one who was not a banker. Then he was 
introduced to W. C. Putnam. a lawyer, who 
had $6,000 idle. Mr, Putnam examined the 
abstracts of title, was convinced Dudley had 
purchased from J. O. Jamieson of Monmouth. 
III. the property he said he owned and agreed 
to furnish the money. 

All the papers were made out and the 
lawyer gave Dudley $700. The money Dud- 
ley said he wanted to send to his sister. Next 
day the borrower was given $1.500 more, it 
is said, and the remainedr was to have been 
paid the day after. Having parted with his 
money, Mr. Putnam remembered a circular 
which the, Pinkerton agency sent out several 
years ago telling of the pseudo Dudley's 
swindle and at once concluded he had been 
robbed. 

Before Dudley could take the 81 800 from 
the bank Mr. Putnam seized it under at- 
tachment, but before an arrest could be 
made the man had fled. 

In the fugitive’s room were abstracts of 
title to farms in lowa, Kansas, Indiana. and 
Iliinois, and the photograph. With much 
skill, wetting, then drying the card and put- 
ting it under a powerful glass, the Pinkerton 
detectives raised the letters. deciphered the 
name and address of the photographer and 
learned that the picture was made in Oxford, 
Pa. An operative was sent to Oxford and 
there it was learned the woman was the wife 
of the man, Wanted. The fugitive’s picture 


was in the Chicago office of the detective 


agency and was sent to Davenport. where it 
was identified at once. The arrest soon fol- 
lowed. 


How Detectives Regarg Him. 

This man has caused a great deal of hard 
work, said Superintendent Schumacher of 
the Pinkerton agency. He has always lived 
in the most fashionable manner, spends his 
summers at Atlantic City, where he owns a 
hotel, and has plenty of money. In his op- 
erations he invariably selected property be- 
longing to a non-resident owner, and man- 
aged his work so skilifully that good busi- 
ness-men came to him instead of his going 
to them. When we got him he was planning 
other work, among intended victims being 
J. F. Garger of Monmouth, III., and J. A. 
Whitaker of Davenport. The first trick he 
ever turned that I know of was that in Ridge- 
ville. He swindled a Kokomo man four years 
ago and at once went to Freeport, III., where 
he tried his scheme again. This time the 
victim grew suspicious, denoune«d Thomas, 
and the latter ted between two days. ido 
not know that the man ever really got any 
money in this city, but he had plans made.“ 

Thé name of the Chicago woman is not dis- 
closed by the officers, she desiring to avoid 
notoriety, and, as she lost no money, it is said 
she will make no effort to assist the prosecu- 
tion of the prisoner.

SLOT MACHINES BROKEN UP: 
WEST SIDE SALOONS RAIDED. 


Chief O’Neill’s Men Capture Thirteen of 
the Gambling Devices, Take Them to 
Police Station, and Destroy Them.

Led by Detectives Herts and Custy of 
Chief O’Neill’s office, the members of the 
gambling detail of the Central Station rald- 
ed the saloons of the West Side last evening 
in search of slot machines.’ 

The patrol wagons of the Thirteenth 
Street, the Hinman Street, and the Lawn- 
dale Stations were used in the raid, and for 
three hours were kept busy answering the 
calls of the detectives to places where the 
machines had been located. Thirteen ma- 
chines, worth about $2,000, were confis- 
‘cated, and at midnight the last one had 
been reduced to splinters and battered iron. 

The slot machines were taken from saloons 
at the following locations: 

1648, 1618, 1329, 1593, 1203, 991 West Twenty 
second street. 

629 Lafiin street. 

641 West Eighteenth street. 

547 West Nineteenth street. 

577 Lafiin street. 

815 Ashland avenue, 

845 Ashland avenue. 

724 Paulina street. 

The basement of the Hinman Street Sta- 
tion was the scene of the wrecking, and 
under the direction of Herts four policemen 
of the station wielded sledges and axes 
until the last machines had been hammered 
into small pieces. 

Politicians supposedly possessing pull“ 
sufficient to prevent the destruction inter- 
ceded in vain and besought the detectives 
to at least postpone the wrecking of the ma- 
chines until officials of the City Hall who 
are Said to be interested in the manufacture 
and farming out of the devices could 
be seen or appealed to. 

The money slots of many of the machines 
were extracted before the police began their 
work, but some could not be opened, and 
nickels and slugs were scattered among the 
debris, and after the last one had been 
smashed were gathered up and poured into 
the canvas bags carried by Herts. More 
than $175 was secured from the thirteen 
implements destroyed. 

Although the saloonkeepers had been 
warned three months ago that the placing 
of the machines in their places would not 
be tolerated a well defined tip has been 
circulated throughout the West Side dur- 
ing the last two weeks that the matter had 
been fixed. Scores of the machines had been 
dragged from storerooms and other places 
to which they had been reijiegated, and 
burnished up and prepared for the holiday 
play.

That Highly Seasoned Foods Wreck 
the Nervous System and Drive Boys 
to Drink and the Use of the Paper 
Cigars—Others Agree with Him as to 
Harmful Effects, but Doubt Some of 
His Statements, 


If your boy is threatened with the cigaret 


habit take time by the forelock and apply 


the latest remedy. Here is the prescription: 

Keep the family brick of limburger cheese on the 
top shelf of the larder or bury it in the back yard, 
where the children can't get at it. 

Hire a cook who knows the difference between a 
loaf of bread and a head of cabbage. 

Open the kitchen window and throw all your 
— pepper, pepper sauce, and mustard into the 
alley. 

Quit buying meat. 

If you will do this Dr. David Paulson says 
you will lessen the Hability of rearing a 
cigaret fiend in your family. He elaborated 
yesterday on his statement made the day 
before to the Anti-Cigaret league that the 
nervous systems of the nNsing. generation 
were being so irritated by bad cooking and 
overseasoned food that boys were being 
driven to resort to cigarets and liquor be- 
cause they need sedatives. 


Due to the Wicked Cooks. 
“Their nerves are so irritated by doughy 


bread and foods that blister and burn on 
account of the spices that are in them,” | 


said Dr. Paulson, that they are growing 
up to be drunkards, cigaret smokers, and 
tobacco users, 

Is imburger cheese likely to cause a boy 
to smake cigarets and drink whisky? Cer- 
tainly, because it is nothing but rotten milk, 
and is not fit to be put in the stomach ofa 
man, much less a boy. With the boy of 
today it is a quick journey from the table 
to the tobacco store and the saloon, because 
when a boy or young man acquires a thirst 
that the town pump will not satisfy he looks 
for something stronger. 

All spicy food is bad for the nervous 
systems of children. Beeksteak, too, is in- 
jurious, because it contains irritating prod- 
ucts. Such commodities as mustard, pepper, 
hot sauces, and the like are not food, T 
are simply stimulants. 


Spices Blot Out Nature. 

There is a natural flavor in all foodstuffs 
the same as there is a natural odor to flowers, 
but the natural flavor in the common prac- 
tice of cookery are hidden by these rasping, 
spicy sauces. 

“The cooks of today are educating boys 
to the use of tobacco and liquor, and this ap- 
plies to the homes as well as to restaurants. 
All that is expected of the family cook is 
that she be able to season food so that it 
tickles the four inches of tasting area to 
which humanity is heir. It seems to make 
no difference what the after effects may be 
so long as the dish has a pleasing taste. 

We should educate our cooks the same 
as we educate men and women for any other 
line of technical work.“

cheese experts were inclined te refute the

smoke cigarets. The only reason I can see 
for this is that after eating generously from 
a brick of limburger a boy might feel that 
he needed a cigaret to take the taste out of 
his mouth. I don’t know which is worse, 
limburger cheese or cigarets,”’

This much is made 
quite clear by the information contained in 
Lord Kitchener’s long dispatch from Johan- 
nesburg, published today.. 

The first official list of casualties shows six 
officers and fifty-one men killed, eight officers 
wounded, and four officers missing. The 
number wounded and captive, non-commis-

De Wet's Daring Wins the Day. 

The Boer victory was due to De Wet's dar- 
ing plan of attack.

Major Williams, who was in charge of the 
column in the absence of Colonel Firman, 
apparently never dreamed of the possibility 
of the Boers climbing the kopje from tHat 
side, but this is exactly what they succeeded 
in doing. The pickets on outpost duty were 
taken completely by surprise, and before the 
men in camp could get clear of their tents 
the Boers rushed through, shooting them 


Attacking Force Is Too Strong. 

There was no panic and a resolute de- 
fense was offered, but the attacking force, 
which was estimated to number 1,000 men, 
proved too strong and soon had the Brit- 
ish column at its mercy. 

General Kitchener, in his first message, 
mentioned that the column had two guns. 
In the detailed account he only speaks of 
a fifteen-pounder which fired two rounds |

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Venezuela is sald to be on the verge of 
even more serious complications. The tele- 
graph lines in the interior of the country 
have ali been cut. 3 

The arrival in Venezuela of Sefior Matos, 
the reputed head of the revolutionary move- 
ment, with the steamer Ban Righ, loaded 
with munitions of war, is awaited daily. A 
decisive conflict will soon take place. 

The Venezuelan government believes that 
the Ban Righ is in the vicinity of the Island 
of Margarita (an island in the Catibbean 
Sea belonging to Venezuela), where the 
Venezuelan fleet has been concentrated. 


COLON; Colombia, Dec: 28.—The following 
dispatch has been reeeived from Panama: 
General Alban says he has conclusive 
proof that the President of Salvador has 
been assisting the revolutionists, Fifteen 
hundred of the latter from Tumaco, under 
Benjamin Herrera, landed on the peninsula 
of Tonosi, near Santiago de Veragua (a town 
of Colombia 125 miles west-southwest of 
Panama, near the coast). 

The small garrison of that place fought 
for five hours, but when the rebels landed 
at several points it could not resist the at- 
tack. The government has concentrated all 
its forces under General Castro, and is send- 
ing more troops to his aid. A battle is ex- 
pected to take place shortly. But as rein- 
forcements are coming from Barranquilla, 
General Alban has no fear of the ultimate 
success of the army in defending the re- 
public. 
General Alban confirms the report from 
Bogota that fighting has taken place during 
the week at Fusagasuga and Cumacua, that 
many men were killed, and that the govern- 
ment troops were victorious. ° 


Further Details of Fighting. 

Barranquilla papers, dated Dec. 24, which 
came to hand this morning, contain further. 
details of the battle fought near Honda. 
They say that General Leovigildo Rodriguez 
commanded Honda's small garrison. Gen- 
eral Marin's large force of insurgents at- 
tacked the place early in the morning of 
Dec. 9. 

At 8 a. m. General Londono brought up 

200 government reinforcements from La- 
ciguente, across the Magdalena River, fac- 
ing Honda. By 11:30 the combined forces 
drove the enemy clear away from Honda. 
The insurgents, on arriving at Caraoli, near 
Mariquita, in the evening awaited the gov- 
ernment troops in two wings. 
It was there that bayonets and machetes 
were freely used, for the insurgents’ am- 
munition was exhausted. The vanguard 
having been surrounded with the aid of the 
rear vanguard, the government troops suc- 
ceeded in breaking the line and then utterly 
routed the enemy. On the following morn- 
ing, when 400 were found to have been killed, 
the insurgents retreated. by way of Guaya- 
quill, taking their wounded with them. 

The fighting in this engagement has been 
characterized as uncivilized. The Liberal 
colors bore the device: “I neither ask for 
nor give quarter.“ 


DENMARK TO ASK FOR A VOTE. 


Sale of Danish West Indies May De- 


pend on Sentiment of the People 
of the Islands, 

COPENHAGEN Dec. 28.—The agitation 
agdinst the sale of the Danish West Indies 
has placed the government in an embar- 
rassing position. There is considerable die- 
ference of opinion as to how far public senti- 
ment against the sale is genuine and how 
far it is the work of speculators and pro- 
moters. 

At any erte, it has impressed the Foreign 
Minister to the extent of his being de- 
termined to request Secretary Hay to allow 
of 4p arrangement for a plebiscite. This 
matter will be settled through Copenhagen 
and not through the Danish Minister, C. 
Brun, at Washington. 

It is generally declared in well informed 
circles here. that the islanders favor the 
sale. But the chief argument advanced dy 
the large majority is that there should be a 
plebiscite like that of 1867. 

The fact that the Danish government is 
reopening the negotiation indicates that 
there is considerable doubt in the minds of 
the authorities as to how accurately they 
have gauged the national sentiment. 

In the meanwhile those who are opposed 
to the sale are formulating numerous plans 
for realizing on the tropical assets so long 
neglected. A company has just been 
formed for improving the economic status 
of the islands, in the event that they are not 
sold. The capital of the company is not an-

San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 28.—[Special. |— 
George A. Davis, one of the leading lawyers 
of Honolulu, and former Judge of the 
Hawaiian Circuit Court, is here on his way 
to Washington to present charges against 
Associate Justice Antonio Perry of the 
Hawalian Supreme Court and to ask At- 
torney General Knox to depose him. 

Perry will be charged with incompetency 
and the violation of the United States con-

Perry is half Portuguese and half Hawaiian, 
who through influence of a rich. father was 
made a Judge of the District Court of Hon- 
olulu before the islands were annexed.

Goes to Palmer House Sick and Takes 
a Room—Taiks of Losing Position 
as Salesman, but John T. Shayne, 
Former Employer, Says He Was Not 


lows Morphine ‘but Great Northern 
_ Hotel Physician Restores Him. 


Despondent over the loss of his position 
and i health, J. Kirby Doggett, ‘formerly 
a salesman for John T. Shayne & Co., com- 
mitted suicide: early yesterday morning in 
the Palmer House by stabbing himself in 
the heart with a pair of scissors. Before 
killing himself he telegraphed to his wife 


to prolong their stay indefinitely. 

Doggett registered at the hotel under his 
own name late on Thursday evening and 
Was assigned to a room. While talking to 
the clerk he complained of being ill. Seon 
after retiring to his room he symmoned Dr. 
Ira J. Rea, who found him suffering from 
erysipelas,and prescribed for him. 
During Friday Doggett remained in his 
room, and was visited a number of times by 
his physician. He appeared despondent and 
said he had lost his position. He sent the 
telegram to his wife during the day, which 
read: 

Stay there for the present. Am out of a 
Found Dead in His Room. 

When Dr. Rea went to his patient's room 
yesterday morning at 10 Oelock he could 
get no response to his. knocking. The door 
was forced open and. Doggett was found on 
the bed with a towel wrapped around his 
throat. He apparently had attempted to cut 
his throat with the scissors. and after failing 
to kin himself had stabbed himself in the 
breast. 


a post-mortem examination was held. It 
showed that the heart had been penetrated. 


Dr. Barrett, who was present, said after- 


wards that the heart was soft and consid- 
erably efilarged There is no doubt that 
death was caused by the wound.“ 

Doggett came to Chicago a year and a half 
ago from Cincinnati. He has a son em- 
ployed in St. Louis, one daughter; and a wife.

Thousands of rabbits are being placed in 
cold storage these days. It Is. difficult to 
tell the exact number. but it is estimated 
that there are not less than 300,000 in the 
various storage plants. The reason is the 
low prices. | | 

When the season opened in October rab- 
bits were worth $1.75 a dozen. Yesterday 
they could be bought for 40 or 50 cents. This 
price hardly pays the cost of transportation. 
and large numbers have been merchandised 
by commission men at.the market quotations 
and put in the coolers to wait for a rise in the 
price. ‘Dealers expect to see a change in a 

or two. . ig | 

“Thee profits have been made by storing 
rabbits. They are packed in barrels just as 
they are killed in the forest, and frozen hard. 
They will be taken from the coolers as the 
market justifies. It would not be at all un- 
likely that these rabbits witich go in now at 
50 cents a dozen would sell later for $1.50 a 
dozen.

REFORM IN HEALTH DATA 


CHICAGO DEPARTMENT TO RE- 
PORT BY NEW SYSTEM. 


City Divided Into Permanent Sanitary | 


Districts, Statistics of Which Can 
Always Be Compared—Past Records 
by Ward Lines Impossible to Tabu- 
late for Long Periods, as Boundaries 
Often Change—Death Rate for Year 
Ended Feb, 28, 14.52 te the 1,000. 


For the first time in the history of the city 
the Health department is preparing an an- 
nual report that always can be used for pur- 
poses of comparison. 

In the past reports have been made up by 
wards, and changes in ward lines every few 
years have made comparisons impossible. 
Now the city has been divided into fifteen 
districts, called sanitary divisions, which 
are expected to remain unchangeable. Using 


these as a basis, the Health department ex- 


pects to prepare a report which in future 
will be of some use. 

“It would take a Philadelphia lawyer to 
make anything out of the reports we have 
now,“ said Dr. Frank W. Reilly, Assistant 
Health Commissioner. For purposes of 
comparison with other cities they are not 
so bad, but hen it comes to trying to com- 
pare them with the wards before a redistrict- 
ing act one has to throw up his hands. Un- 
der the new system of compiling the reports 
according to sanitary divisions we will have 
80 ing stable, not likely to be altered in 
the future, because there is no reason for

The Montauk Building ou Monroe street is 
the first of the original skyscrapers doomed 
to disappear before the march of improve- 
ment in the down-town business section. It 
is by no means a “ barren fig tree, but it 
“ cumbers ground needed by the First Na- 
tional Hank for its new building, and 
must go. 

The Montauk was the first of the tall 
steel frame structures büllt after the great 
fire. At the time of its construction, fifteen 
years ago, it was régarded generally as 4 
criminally reckless experiment, and con- 
servative persons, as they passed it and 
watched its nine and one-half stories reach- 
ing such ah unprecendented height, shrugged 
their shoulders and predicted dire calamity 
in the immediate future as the outcome of

LATTER UP WITH WORK. 


As usual, the United States District Co 
in Chicago led others in the country in the 
amount of business done under the bank- 


ruptey law. New York was second in the 


list, but it has not reached the high mark 
set by Chicago at any time since the law 
went into effect. 

The number of petitions in the Chicago dis- 
trict has been steadily decreasing, however, 
and this is taken to indicate that the cases 
of real need were disposed of when the law 
was new. In many of the others the debts 
scheduled were old. During last year 1,089 
petMions were filed, of which 139 were in- 
voluntary. The number of women seeking 
relief from their debts was eighty-nine. 
Discharges from debts were granted in 1,450 
cases, ameregating several million dollars. 
The total of cases filed was brought up to 
62900. In the year before there were 2,500 
new petitions, of which 108 were involuntary 


, and 100 fied by women. Business in the Ad-

Cireult Court Business Grows. 

In the United States Circuit Court business 
showed an increase over recent years, and tn 
ahe amount of judgments and degrees, 
$2,728,720, a high mark was reached. 

Pew matters of public interest were in- 
cluded in the list of 492 cases disposed of. 
Most of these were dismissed on general 
orders of Judge Kohieaat. The dockets are 
rapidly being cleared of long pending suits. 
New cases during the year numbered 337. 


Keeping Up with Appeals. 

In the Circuit Cofrt of Appeale the Judges 
kept almost even with the increasing bust- 
mess. They. disposed of ninety-four cases, 
im most of which opinione were written.

New appeals were 
made in 100 cases. The death of Presiding 
Judge William A. Woode and the appoint- 
ment of Judge Francis Baker to the vacancy 
were incidents of the year. 


MORE DESERTIONS FROM ARMY. 


Major General Otis Calls Attention to 
Need of Prison Room-—Statis- 
of Dalistment. 


Major General R. g. Otis in his annual report 
as commanding officer of the Department of 
the Lakes calis attention to the recent large 
increase in the number of desertions in the 
army. This has led the government to in- 
Grease the rewards paid for the capture of 
Geserters, and as a result many more are 
Caugnt than formerly, and the military 
priseme in the department are overcrowde.l. 

In discussing thie subject, and the need of 
additional room for the confinement of all 
Classes of military prisoners, Genera! Otis 
Gays:

PENSION AGENT MAKES 


Disbursements of Chicago 
1901 Amount to $10, 
While Pensioners Increase. 


Though the statistics of the United States 
Penston office show that the mortality among 
survivors of the civil war is increasing, there 
is no immediate prospect of a large decrease 
in the pension fund for old soldiers or their 
relatives. The Spanish-American war claim- 
ants are a new factor to be reckoned with. 
Although the war of 1898 lasted only a short 
time, the number of pension claims filed be- 
cause of disabilities already has reached 20 
per cent of the 300,000 or more enlisted men. 

The annual report of Jonathan Merriam, 
Pension Agent of the Chicago district. shows 
some interesting figures. Disbursements of 
this agency for 1891 amounted to $10,520,553, 
nearly all of which was paid to army pen- 
sioners. In 1000 the amount was $10,747,360. 
At the same time the number of pensioners 
increased from 15,271 to 76,898. The falling 
off in amount is accounted for in the loss 
of pensioners for disability, they receiving 
the largest average pensions. Loss by death 
in 1901 was 2,004, and about the same number

New York, Dec. 28.—[Special.}—Nestur- 
tium, the royally bred colt belonging to W. 
C. Whitney, sailed away on the steamship 
Minnehaha today in a style befitting a mem- 
ber of the aristocracy of the racing world. - 

Nasturtium goes abroad in good season to | 
get thoroughly acclimated before he tries to 
capture the English classic—the Derby.

Whitney won this race last season with 
Volodyovski, but as he only leased the 
racing qualities of this animal, he was not 
satisfied.

A special supply of food, 
consisting of hay, bran, oats, and carrots, 
was placed on board the steamer on Friday 
for the horses. The animals were taken to 
the pier this morning at 6:30 o'clock, and Mr. 
Whitney, Mr. Rogers, and Mr. Reagan were 
there to see them placed on board.

The rigor of the game seems to create.a 
rivalry, which is satisfied with the high 
score, without the usual adjunct of money. 
Even in the most vigorous of skat contests, 
where stakes are necessary, they rarely 
exceed a quarter of a cent a point,“ and 
a player would have to encounter unusual 
hard luck to have his average losses exceed 
$1 a sitting. In this connection, it may be 


added that it is worth $1 of any man's 


money to get into a session.“ 


Operates Against Gambling. 

It must not, however, be thought that 
stakes are necessary. There is a club in 
Chicago that has met regularly once a week 
for over two years through winter and sum- 
mer and against all engagements, and dur- 
ing all that time not a single wager has been 
made, not one cent of money has passed 
hands, or been involved on account of the 
game, and not one particle of diminuttön in 
the interest is perceptible. Skat is the best 
destroyer of card gambling extant. a 

While there are several. peculiarities to 
skat, luck. as in other card games, cuts a big 
figure. There have been several instances 
in tournaments held in recent years where 
the poorest players have captured large 
prizes. Some men play the game for ten 
years and never win a prize. But take a 
good skat player, one who has clung to the 
game, either through desire to solve the dif- 
cult problems with which the game is filled 
or through natural love for the game, and 
luck cannot hold him down. As a result, 
that player will win. many prizes. But let 
this player stop playing for. even the short- 
est space of time, and it may take a year or 
more of steady playing to bring back his 
lost form. 

The Chicago Skat league has scheduled 
three tournaments to be held in the near 
future. The first will take, place on Jan. 12 
at West Side Turnuer Hall, 770 West Chi- 
cago avenue.

OVER THE BOARD 


(CHANGES AND PROGRESSIN GAME. 


DURING THE YEAR. 


Review of Twelve Months Shows Many 


Notable Events—Most Prominent 
Are International Tournament at 
Monte Carlo, the British and Ameri- 
ean Cable Match, and the Intercol- 
se legiate Contest—Revival of the Long 
Neglected Sictlian Defense. 


[BY S. P. JOHNSTON.) 
The last year has seen several changes and, 
much progress in the world of chess. The 
necrology of the year includes John Hol- 
man, one of the leaders of the St. Louis 
Chess club; the Rev. J. Owen, one of the last 
of Morphy’s contemporaries; and J. Minck- 


witz, for many years champion of Poland. 


The great event of the year was the inter- 
national tournament held at Monte Carlo. 
The interest in this contest was perhaps less 
than ‘in the Paris tournament of 1900, owing 
to the nen-participation therein of Lasker 
and Pillsbury, but some of the games played 
were of unusual excellence. At this tour- 
nament Marshall's brilliant Paris score 
suffered a decided eclipse, and Herr von 
Scheve, although only securing fourth prize, 
showed himself worthy a place among the 
world's masters. 

In this country the principal event was the 
British-American cable match, which was 
tied. The meetings of the Western Chess 
association at Lake Minnetonka and of the 
New York State Chess association at Buf- 
falo were of wide interest. 


Some of the Local Events. 

Locally the chess events of the year of 
premier importance have been the Washing- 
ton birthday tournament of the Iiknois 
Chess association, the spring handicap and 
the continuous summer handicap tourna- 
ments of the Chicago Chess and Checker 
club, and the surprising score made by the 
local elub against Mr. Pillsbury in his blind- 
fold exhibition of Nov. 2. : 

No review of American chess during 1901 
would be complete without a reference to the 
increase in correspondence playing. Last 
January there was-considerable amazement 
over the size of the East vs. West contest, 
with 115 players on a side; but the feat of the 
Pillsbury National Correspondence Chess as- 
sociation in arranging this tournament early 
in the year was eclipsed in November by the 
arrangement of a correspondence  tourna- 
ment between playersin New York and Penn- 
Sylvania with 250 players on a side. A cor- 
respondence match with 100 players on a side 
is being arranged between players residing 
in Chicago and Brooklyn. 

An analysis ot openings played shows that 
the year. 1901 is emphaticaliy that of the 
renaissance of the Sicilan defense. This 
move for the second player, which has been 
largely negiected for some years past, was 
adopted with marked success by a number of 
players in the international tournament at 
Monte Carlo, in the British-American cable 
match, afid in the games in the Buffaio tour- 
nament of the New York Chess association. 


Discussion of the Ruy Lope. 

A certain Ruy Lopez playediin the East vs. 
West match acted as a spark to arouse a 
vehement discusston over the comparative 
merits of analytical and “synthetic” or, 
more correctly speaking, non-analytical 
This controversy ae to method of pro- 
cedure is stil} raging in the columns of vari- 
ous American and foreign chess periodicals.

OLD CARD GAME IS REVIVED. 


L’Hombre, After Falling Into Disrepute 
at Hands of Frenchmen, Comes to 
Life as Stammspiel. 


The old game of L’Hombre, which had 
fallen into disrepute ta some extent owing 
to changes introduced in France during the 
eighteenth century, has been revived in a 
modified and Germanized form recently and 
bids fair to become the favorite game of the 
Germans. L' Hombre was introduced in 
Europe during the Moerish occupation of 
Spain and was called lusgo del Hombre.“ 
After it had taken a firm foothold in France 
its name was changed to Jeu Royal et 
Noble de Hombre.“ 

For many decades it was the great game 
of the wealthy classes, and not until in the 
last century was it displaced in Germany 
and Austria by tarok and skat, which are 
now the favorite games. L’ Hombre which 
was originally considered a noble game, did 
not remain so. During the eighteenth cen- 
tury many changes were Introduced in the 
mode-of playing the game, particularly at 
the French court. The method of figuring 
out the losses was changed in such a man- 
ner that it increased them enormously. It 
was also made compulsory for the holder of 
the highest trump card to play, no matter. 
how bad in other respects his hand might 


By introducing the rule that in the case 
of a misdeal not the dealer but the one 
holding too many or not enough cards was 
punished, the door was opened for all kinds 
of corrupt practices and the game soon came 
into disrepute. It has often beén deplored 
that the game was brought into disfavor 
by the introduction of questionable rules, as 
the game undoubtedly is one of the most 
intricate and interesting known. 

The attempt to-revive the game in a mod- 
ified form has created great interest among 
the German card players, and it is expected 
the new game. which is called ‘‘ stamm- 
spiel.“ will soon find many devotees. The 
new game preserves all the fine points of 
L’Hombge, but has eliminated all the cor- 
ruption Introduced at the French court. As 
in L Hombre, the player wins if out of the 


possible nine tricks he makes one more than’ 


his highest opponent. The methods of bid- 
ding, of calculating the value of the game, 
and determining the value of the cards are 
Practically the same as in skat. 
„Thirteen of the forty cards form the 
stamm or stock upon which the bidding 
is done. The amount of the losses is de- 
termined in a more just and reasonable man- 
ner than in L’'Hombre. No one is compelled 
to play and the forehand is not unjustly 
favored. There is no incentive for m'sdedl- 
ing or reneging. The number of trumps 
varies between ten and thirteen, and is de- 
termined by the player. The highest trump 
ts variable and the values of eight instead 
of six cards, as formerly, may be changed.

POOR YEAR FOR CHURCHES. 


With possibly one exception, the year 1901 


‘has not witnessed great financial stridcs 


within the churches. With money making 
by the billions, and given away by its makers 
by the millions, religion has suffered acute- 
ly when compared either with some previous 
years or with interests without the churches. 

The Baptists have spent the year discuss- 
ing administration of their benevolences, and 
at the end of it have arrived at no satis- 
factory conclusion. All of the three larger 
Baptist benevolent societies have suffered 
in financial incomes. There are here and 
there hopeful signs, but no great strides of 
any sort, unless it be in educational matters 
at Chicago and at Providence, have been 
realized during the year. 

Almost the same history belongs to Con- 
gregationalists, only that no exceptions can 
be made of educational work among them. 

Disciples of Christ have held their own, but 
have not made the progress the executives 
of their societies hoped for at the beginning 
of the year. 

Episcopalians, of whom expect 
much, have still a depleted missionary fund, 
with $80,000 wanted, and no marked advance 
anywhere, 

Lutherans, in their many boards, have had 
to draw in rather than extend. 


Methodists Raise Big Sum. 

Methodists, who form the possible excep- 
tion to the rather dismal reign of 1901, end 
the year with $15,000,000 raised in their spe- 
cial fund, but their missionary society is cry- 
ing out that it is hit in its contributions. A 
falling off of $80,000 was reported at the meet- 
ing just held and a new plan devised fora 
new fund. Much the same story is true of 
South, who have raised their 
$1,500,000 special fund; some of it at the ex- 
pense of regular gifts and expected increase. 

Presbyterians, both North and South, have 
special fund schemes, but neither of them 
has succeeded sufficiently well to give them 
courage to proclaim their amounts. Mission 
boards are in better shape than those of some 
other religious bodies, but the level has been 
maintained only by tremendous efforts. 

Roman Catholics have kept up their rate 
of church building, of school building, and 
the rest, and have made striking progress in 
their task of creating Washington into the 
great center of Roman Catholic education in 
the world, Rome scarcely excepted. 


Outside Charities Prosper. 

The feature of 1901, financially, is the 
tremendous progress made by causes outside 
the churches. Millions of dollars have gone 
into secular charities—probably more than 
during any year the world ever before lived 
through. Exclusive of his | gifts abroad Mr. 
Carnegie has so far giv $14,500,000 in 
round figures. Mrs. Stanford's gifts reach 
$30,000,000, Mr. Rockefeller gave during the 
year $2,775,000, Plerpont Morgan $1,850,000, 
Mr. Rockefeller has just made a conditional 
offer of $300,000 to the Baptists of New York 
City, but aside from. that he has hardly lis- 
tened to religious gift appeals at all. Mr. 
Carnegie declines to listen to the entreaties 
of even the liberal religious body to which 
he belongs, and Mr. Morgan is known to be 
away behind in benevolences to objects 
which have looked to him for many years. 

In 1892 the benevolent gifts in the United 
States, outside the churches, were $33,500,- 
6000, and they have been steadily climbing, 
and if the present ratio keeps up the amount 
reported next April will beat all previous 
years by at least $12,000,000, and stand at 
$74,750,000. The feature of the year is the 
freedom with which people giving heretofore 
through the churches, and known as church 
people, are giving to outside Causes, and 
the enormous extent to which they are 
neglecting causes which they have hereto- 
fore regarded as sacred. 


Poor Year for Revivals. 


The year 1001 being the opening of a new 
century several interdenominational efforts 
were put forth for large accessions to the 
churches. Great spiritual révivals were 
planned, some of them with ambitious 
names. The simultaneous mission of Lon- 
don and the English provinces were studied 
and patterned after. (£nthusiasts spent 
thousands of dollars in literature. But the 
revival refused to come. In not one princi- 
pal city was there anything like a spiritual 
awakening such as have often come in the 
same cities in previous years. Accessions 
to church membership averaged well during 
the year, but spiritual awakening of the 
sort sought there was none. 


Methodists Break a Record. 


The raising of $15,000,000 by the Method- 
ists North and $1,500,000 by the Methodists 
South, a total of $16,500,000, is the most 
gigantic thing of its kind any religious body, 
Protestant or Catholic, ever achieved. It 
is true that the raising of it has injured 
some other Methodist interests, notably the 
income of the Missionary society, but al- 
lowing for the falling off in that direction, 
and allowing also for some loss in other 
Methodist benevolences, it remains that 
Methodists have defied conditions, and out 
of a body of communicants far less well to do 
than many others have distanced all rec- 
ords at money raising. 


Greater Dignity to Worship. 

The ecclesiastical tendencies of the year 
now ending have been interesting. Among 
alt religious bodies there is marked effort 
to give greater dignity to public worship. 
Su well defined is this that Episcopalians, 
Lutherans, Moravians, and others with litur- 
gies are fast losing their distinctiveness. 
Vested choirs have increased rapidly in num- 
ber among Methodists and Lutherans. 
Churches built new have been far more ec- 
clesiastical in architecture without and with- 
in than formerly. The Week of Prayer in 
January is giving way to observance of 
Holy Week. Easter is observed every- 
where, and many churches keep Lent that 
never kept it before. Ally noon-hour serv- 
ices in business quarters, sometimes in 
balls, but oftener in down-town churches, 
are increasing in all cities. 

Much has been heard about a decline of 
faith in the supernatural within the 
churches. If there be such decline it is not 
apparent during the year in attendance upon 
religious services. Figures show that such 
attendance has been up to the average, and 
that the proportion of men steadily increases. 
These two statements are contrary to pop- 
ular opinion, but they are readily demon- 
strable as true.

Nightmare Land is the appropriate 
title of an almost impossible book for chil- 
dren, by G. Orr Clark, pictures by Caroline 
Love Goodwin (R. H. Russell). The idea 
is fanciful, and one which will surely catch 
the fancy of children. The verses, some of 
them, are good; and Miss Goodwin's lilus- 
trations are excellent. 


Four-Footed Folk,” by Raymond Fuller 
Ayers, illustrated by J. M. Condé (R. H. Rus- 
sell), is an animal fairy book of unique design 
carried out in clever style. There is much 
humor and not a little philosophy in the 
stories of the doings of the four-footed 
folk, and Mr. Condés’ illustrations help to 
make the book still more attractive. 


A collection of drawings something after 
the Nicholson type is The Big Book of 
Horses and Goats” (R. H. Russell) by Ed- 
ward Penfield. Rhymed couplets accom- 
pany the great colored oblong pictures 
depicting horses and goats. The drawing 
is characteristic of the artist, but there 
doesn’t seem to be much reason for the book 
except as a gift to some one who admires 
the pictured animals. 

First French Book,” Second French 
Book,” by 8. Alge, Walter Rippmann, and 
Walter H. Buell (Newson & Co., New York), 
and Daly French Lite,“ adapted by Wal- 
ter Rippmann, and Walter Buell, from Dr. 


R. Kron’s Le Petit Parisien’’ are recent 


additions to Newson's Modern Language 
Series, which bid fair to attract new stu- 
dents to the French tongue because of 
their modernness and simplicity. 


Mr. Lord of Evanston has issued in per- 
manent form The Best Nonsense Verses, 
selected by Miss Daskam. We do not ad- 
mire her work. It is a tter of taste, of 
course, but the book is cohspicuous for the 
good things it does not contain. Mr. Lord 
also puts out in pamphlet form “ The Book 
Booster, to which THe Taten readers 
need no introduction. It is a clever parody 
on à certain class of literary journals. 


A hew and greatly enlarged edition of Pro- 
fessor Capps’ manual of Greek literature 
has been issued by Charles Scribner’s Sons. 
“From Homer to Theocritus presents a 
complete and concise review of the classical 
period of Greek literature, each branch of lit- 
erature having its proper setting, and the 
course of development of literature as a 
whole being kept well in mind. Professor 
Capps has made many alterations, added 
three chapters, an index, a bibliographical 
appendix, and other features. 


Two Roycroft books published for the holi- 
days are A Message to Garcia and Thir- 
teen Other Things,” by Fra Elbertus, and 
*“ Will o' the Mill,” by Stevenson. The for- 
mer is in gray boards with a paper label. 
In printing it is an advance on former books 
from that shop. Many difficulties of ink and 
impression that were noticeable in the earlier 
output are absent, and it sho distinct 
progress. The Stevenson book is {mg red leath- 
er of a tint that the master,“ asthe author 
is called, would scarcely have approved, 
The book itself, however, is a model of neat 
typography. Hach book — a frontispiece 
of the author. 


The chief love poems in Scottish dialect 
have been collected by R. W. Douglas (New 
Amsterdam Book company) and printed in 
a neat volume illustrated with some photo- 
gravures. While some personal favorites 
may be missing, the table of contents con- 
tains nearly everything in the line of am- 
atory verse which Scotland has produced. 
But in a book called Love Songs of Scot- 
land,” as this is, there should not be included 
Hoge’ s Rise, Rise, Lowland and Highland 
Men” (p. 136), or Scott's Soldier Rest! 
Thy Warfare O'er (p. 139), or Andrew 
Park's ‘‘ Hurrah for the Highlands . 
193), and several others which ring with pa- 
triotism, but which are in no senese love 
songs. 

“ The Book of the Grape 10 the latest 
addition to John Lane’s series of hand- 
books of practical gardening. It is by H. 
W. Ward, and while it is written entirely 
from an English point of view, practical 
viticulturists will find much in it which 
applies equally well to American conditions. 
It is no theoretical treatise, but is based on 
actual and tried experiments by well-known 
Engiish grape-growers and Mr. Ward him- 
self, who was for twenty-five years head 
gardener at Longford Castle. It is profuse- 
ly illustrated not only with pictures of the 
various varieties of grapes but also with cuts 
of practical hothouses, trellises, etc. Harry 
Roberts, the editor of the series, adds an 
interesting chapter on the decorative value 
of the grape. 


Light Freights,’’ by W. W. Jacobs (Dodd, 
Mead & Co.), is a series of humorous sketches 
by an Englishman. They consist, in the 
main, of conversations in the cockney dia- 
lect, with tales of sea and shore, intensely 
amusing from-an English point of view, 
and with here and there a dash of genuine 
pathos. As a sample of the dialect, the 
Wo is this putty- 
faced swab, Sol?“ demanded Mr. Wiggett, 
turning a fierce glance in the shoemaker's 
direction. He's our cobbler,” said the 
landlord, but you don't want to take no 
notice of im. E's a man who as good as 
told me I was a Har.“ There are several 
illustrations in tint. On the whole, Light 
Freights is fairly well named, and is not 
a bad companion for an idle hour. 


Every one who loves a tree, and who does 
not, will be thankful to G. Frederick 
wars for his little book on Forest 
rees and Forest Scenery (Grafton Press), 
a popular manual of forestry, beautifully 
illustrated, which comes at the time when so 
many are interested in nature study. After 
an introductory chapter descriptive of the 
varieties of trees, he writes intelligently of 
forest adornment, describes’ the distribution 
of forests in this country, the character of 
the broadleaf forest, the coniferous trees 
and the artificial forests of Europe. The 
growth of forestry in this country has been 
slow, and it has only recently come to be 
recognized as a science. Mr. Schwarz is 
hopeful and he expects to see the effects of 
the science on our forests appreciated not 
only by tree lovers, but by the timber men 
themselves. It is a helpful little book and 
should have a wide circulatjon. 


The many thousand readers who are these 
days making popular all literature relating 
to nature will rejoice at Songs of Nature,“ 
edited by John Burroughs (McClure, Phillips 

Co.). Herein have been collected several 
hundred British and American poems con- 
cerning nature in her physical aspects, the 
beasts, the birds, etc. The collection is com- 
piled from the poets who please Mr. Bur- 
roughs, and he has been guided in the com- 
Pilation only by his qwn taste. So he says 
in a good introduction. Most of the strik- 
ing poems in the English language which 
would be classified as dealing with nature 
are to be found in this excellent and well- 
printed book. It is a pity, however, that 
Mr. Burroughs’ taste leads him to exclude 
the many beautiful things of Sidney Lanier, 
and to omit all mention of James Whitcomb 
Riley, while putting in some commonplace 
W by lesser known rhymesters. 


“ ‘The Marriage of Mr. Merrivale,” by Cecil 
Headlam (G. P. Putnam’s Sons), is the rather 
unsatisfactory story of a young English 
athlete and man of letters, Arthur Merri- 
vale, who begins his career, so far as the 
story is concerned, in a game of cricket.

“It is difficult to estimate sa’ isfactorily 
the number of hogs slaughtered in the coun- 
try during the year, not indicated in the com- 
mercial report, but it is likely the number 
has been 10,000,000 or more in later years, 
bringing the aggregate slaughtering up to 
35,000,000 to 40,000,000 for the entire country 
in years of larger operations in periods of 
most plentiful supplies.“ 

Commenting on this,ea provision operator 
says: On account of the high price and 
scarcity of corn, the hogs are poorly fed and 
will yield fully 20 per cent less than last year, 
the reason being light weight and poor-qual- 
ity. On the basis of 35,000,000, this makes a 
shortage equal to 7,000,000 hogs, and there 
will certainly be a shortage of 4,000,000 in 
numbers. Evidently there must be a cur- 
tailment in the consumption of animal foods 
this year, for not only will there be a shortage 
equal to 11,000,000 of hogs, but a large short- 
age in beef cattle, as well, and in the first two 
months of the year, beginning on Nov. 1, to 
date, there hãs been no curtailment.

The wheat trade hereabouts is 
handicapped by an unfortunate tradition in 
this res Until recently—say the last 
five years— the government reports have 
been legitimately open to suspicion as to 
their accuracy. In those former years the 


trade acquired a habit of departing from the 
government’s returns. This habit persists 


although there is no longér any good reasan 
The returns in recent years of the 


wheat per capita in the United States. The 
department itself now acknowledges that 


these conclusions were of absolutely no 


value. Yet the trade got them fixed in its 


mind and it stubbornly adheres to them. 


Hence, when the government’s reports even 
work out a consumption per capita less than 
indicated by this worthless guess, the trade

The Duke of Somerset's claim to carry the 
orb was referred to the Executive com- 
mittee. If the petition is allowed it Will Be 
his Grace’s duty to place the orb.in the right 
hand of the King when the ceremony of 
crowning is performed. This magnificent 
jewel is of gold and is six inches in diameter, 
The orb is a mass of diamonds, rubies, pearis, 
sapphires, and emeralds, and is an ancient 
symbolf sovereignty. The early Christians 
used it, and the Saxon Kings borrowed ff 
from the Roman Emperors. Only reigning 
Kings and Queens carry it. The larger ord 
of England was made for Charles II. by Sir 
Robert Vyner, and beyond the resetting of 
some of the gems and the renovating of the 
enamel work, which time rendered neces- 
sary, it has undergone little change since 
those days.

In the new treatment of tetanus the sur- 
geons have accomplished raordinary re- 
sults. They have performed better than they 
knew, and when recovery has been assured 
they have not been able to explain to their 
own satisfaction exactly why they were suc- 
cessful. The definite effect of the treatment, 
they have said, is almost as baffling as the 
workings of the cause of the disease. Curing 
by the new kind of surgical operation has not 
provided certain treatment for prevention. 

The new cure for lockjaw is to be credit 
to two French surgeons, Roux and Borel, 
who employed it first about two years ago 
in Paris. It consists of intracerebral! injec- 
tions of tetanus antitoxin—that is: boring a 
hole in the forward part of the skull and with 
a hypodermic syringe forcing into the mass 
of nerve fibers ten cubic centimeters, about 
half an ounce, of the antidote solution, re- 
peating the dose every few hours. The rea- 
son for treating the brain directly instead of 
by injections into the skin or veins is to reach 


i is the nerves and not the muscles which 
are affected by the deadly tetanus poison. 


Successful Operations in Paris. 

Within two years over fifty intracerebral 
operations have been performed in France 
and in this country, resulting in nineteen 
recoveries and thirty-three deaths. In the 
majority of the cases the antitoxin was in- 
jected into the skin and veins at the same 
time. 

Among the notable cases of treating the 
brain was one performed not long ago at 
Roosevelt Hospital by Dr. Albert B. John- 
gon of 12 East Fifty-eighth street, who 
is now connected with the New York 
Hospital. A man living on Long Islan@hap- 
pened to scratch his forearm.on a sliver 
in a fence. The scratch was small and did 
not hurt at all, 60 the man paid no atten- 
tion to it. It did not amount to a scratch

The man 
was hurried to Roosevelt Hospital, where 
Dr. Johnson found him in a bad state.

Subcutaneous injections of 
antitoxin were given every little while dur- 
ing the night, and as there was no improve- 
ment the next day Dr. Johnson decided to 
operate on the brain as a last resort.

‘Wetanus Poison Most Deadly. 

The leading American authority on te- 
tanus, particularly the bacteriological feat- 
ure, ie Dr. Alexander Lambert, professor of 
clinical medicine in Cornell Medical School, 
visiting physician to Bellevué Hospital, and 
expert adviser to the New York Board of 
Health He has been making 9 close study 
and has found 
that tetanus poison is. the most deadly yet 
discovered. It requires only 23-100 of a mill- 
igram to prove fatal in a man weighing 
175 pounds, whereas it requires 25-100 of a 
milligram of cobra venom, 54 mi- 
grams of prussic acid, and 80 to 100 milli- 
grams of strychnine. And the tetanus 
poison is not only most treacherous in its 
action, but ite bacilli lurk in common places 
and may attack any part of the body that 
has been wounded. The old idea that lock-

jaw was to be feared only from a rusty nail 


wound in the hand or sole of the foot or 
from a gunshot wound has been set aside 
forever. A small pimple may catch enough 
tetanus bacilli to prove fatal. As there are 
reports of cases called idiopathic, in which 
the cause has been unknown, there being no 
abrasion of the skin, some doctors say that a 
pevere catarrhal inflammation of the nose 
and bronchial tubes may invite infection.

ESIDES haunted houses and palaces 
there are in the old world what are 
known as unlucky houses, that is to 
say, Mansions which bring mis- 
fortune to their owners, and it is one 
of these—namely: Dalham Hall, in Suffolk, 
which has just been purchased by Cecil 
Rhodes of south Africanfame. Another un- 
lucky house is Newstead Abbey, of which 
General Sir Herbert Chermside, the newly 
appointed Governor of the Australian colony 
of Queensiand, is the present owner. Cow- 
dray Hall and Battle Abbey, recently sold 
to Sir Augustus Webster, enjoy the same un- 
pleasant reputation, while, according to gen- 
eral belief, the town house which the Duke 
of Marlborough is now building will prove 
quite as unlucky as any of the other houses 
that are the objects of superstition. 
Dalham Hall has been for the last 200 
years in the possession of the Affleck family, 
of which the present Sir Robert Affieck is the 


whose baronetcy dates from the great naval 

battle at Guadeloupe, where Admiral Sir 

Edmund Affieck distinguished himself as 

second in command to the famous English 
, Lord Rodney. 

The second baronet, who was a nephew of 
the Admiral, married a New York girl, a 
daughter of Thomas Clark of that city, and 
widow of Richard Vassall of Jamaica. The 
next successor was a cousin. in fact, the 
Dalham Hall property has rarely, if ever, 
passed from father to son, and the present 
baronet, although he has been married for 
near twenty years, has no issue, while his 
only two surviving brothers—three having 
already died—are likewise childless.

This peer, 
known as the Wicked Lord Byron,” scoffed 
at the idea of any misfortune following this 
act of desecration, but ljved to see his son 
and the latter's only son die in quick suc- 
cession by violence. 


It was in this way that the abbey passed

The poet peer died, as every one knows, with- 
out male issue, and leaving only 4 daughter, 
and the seventh Lord Byron was again a 
distant cousin, who was obliged te get rid of 
Newstead Abbey by sale to a Colonel Wild- 
man, who, meeting with misfortune, besides 
losing his only son, sold it to the late William 
Frederick Webb.

Five days 
later he was startled by a suspicious 
twitching, but he has not been troubled 
since with any development of the disease, 
Lockjaw, Dr. Lambert says, has become 
less common since the advent of antiseptic 
surgery, and is now usually considered a 
rare disease, but it is of more frequent occur- 
rence in New York City than is generally 
supposed. There is a tetanus belt—New 
York City, Brooklyn, and the south shore of 
Long Island. Back of Seabright, N. J., is 
another belt, and the disease is not uncom- 
mon in New Orleans, Jamaica and Cuba 
are fertile in tetanus germs. Dr. Williams 
of the New York Health department has 
twice obtained tetanus bacilli from the air 
in the city. While the germs are found 
almost exclusively on the surface of the 
ground, they have been obtained abundantly 
at a depth of six or seven feet. They have 
been found in the dirt on streets, in the dust 
in rooms of houses, in the mortar of old 
masonry, in hay dust, in the dust from 
horses’ hair, in the water of the Dead Sea, 
and in the arrow héads of certain savages 
in the New Hebrides. The savages knew well 
the deadly * * poison, and smeared the 
arrow head with holes te the 
swamps.

It remains at the seat of in- 
fection and sends ita poison through the 
body in the blood. 

Just why tetanus does not occur more 
frequently is a question that puzzies the doc- 
tors. The chief reason is that the body con- 
tains some agent that ts the tetanus 
‘bacilli in ordinary conditio When there 
is less resistance there is infection. And 
there is never any way of ascertaining 
whether a person is infected until lockjaw 
develo and then it is usually too late to 
do anything more than hope. 

The preventive idea of Dr. Lambert 
treatment of all cuts and gunshot wounds 


with lodine—is, ‘therefore, of principal Im- 


portance. 

About a month ago there was a newspa- 
scare over what was called lockjaw 
vaccination in Camden, N. J. There 
were several deaths among schoo! children.

And as for burglars, why they are 
ali using the same old method of prying an 
entrance with a jimmy, and sometimes usi 
skeleton keys. Sneak thieves are few, an 
even they are not ingenious enough to think 
up new games. Most of them depend on the 
games others have played.“ 

There's nothing new in crime,” repeated 
Captain Evans of the Bureau of Iden tifica- 
tion. All the things we hear about are on 
the same old order. Of course there are 
confidence men who are sharp enough to 

up a mew scheme every time they see 
a new victim, but their games are, after all, 
so similar that one describes them all. They 
offer a man a chance to get a lot of money 
in an easy way, and they get the money.

Jean de Reske Says 
‘Realism on the Stage 
Is Impossible. 


LEAN DE RESZKE has been inter- 
WY viewed by the Candid Friend, 
and certain of his opinions con- 
cerning art matters are worth 
repeating. Speaking of the dif- 
ference between stage truth and 
realism, the eminent tenor said: 
speaking, absolute truth is im-

possible, even on the dramatic stage; 


much ‘less 80 realism. An artist has 
to court, in his creations, a special 
kind of truth, subject to theatrical conven- 
tion in the matter of time, space, and optics, 
eliminating certain traits, exaggerating 
others, aiming at an immediate communion 
between both sides ot the footiights, and in- 
venting a kind ot a compromise between ab- 
solute truth and a likelihood. If it is not quite 
correct to say ‘le vrai est faux au theatre, 
et c'est le foux qui est vari,’ one may well 
put it that ‘il n; a que le vraisemble qui soit 
Vral sur la scene.“ And then the aim or all 
art is. more the ideal and the beautiful than 
the true. Even Zola's definition’ of art asa 
corner of nature seen through a tempera- 
ment corroborates this view, for it gives 
that temperament full scope to idealize the 
impression received according to an entirely 
subjective mood. Of course, an interpreting 
artist, a singer, is tied more than any other 


artist by the symmetry of effects already 


created for him by another mind; but this 
manner of servitude is sometimes a mighty 
help, and one can always save a more diffi- 
cult situation by ‘endeavoring to be natural. 
As regards myself, the chief care of my per- 
formance is to get the dans la peau of the 
character I am about to interpret.” 

He illustrated what he meant by the en- 
deavors of artists to arrive at “stage 
truth by the following statement: 

Take our Covent Garden performances 
of Die Meistersinger.“ I@has been pro- 
nounced by common accord a complete one, 
and this result is obtained by a proper ap- 
plication of the endeavors just mentioned. 
All our asides, for example, bear strictly on 
the situation. Were it possible for you to 
listen to our apartés you would, perhaps, be 
surprised to hear that, instead of exchang- 
ing the news of the day, or picking out 
friends in the audience, we continue sotto 
voce à conversation proceeding from the 


dramatic necessity of the moment. Here 


it is Beckmesser grumbling at the new- 
comer, and asking who the deuce the man 
may be; there is Hans Sachs complimenting 
Walther in so many sedate phrases; there, 


again, Eva and Walther carry on an anxious 
conversation: 


„Do you think, dear Eva, your father 


I fondly hope so, dear Walther.’

Im this guise alone can we give the au- 
dience an illusion of the thing; and the au- 
dience, though unaware of the means, un-

EW YORK, Dec. 28.—I Special. 
The appetite of expectation has 
been whetted with g ing re- 
ports from out of téwn concern- 
ing Du Barry,“ Mr. Belasco’s 

— new play for Mrs. Carter, and 
there was much disappointment expressed 
that Christmas night should be chosen for 
the first presentation in New York. Of 
course there is always a large audience fora 
Christmas night play. People who have no 
homes in particular, who live in hotels and 
“apartment hotels,” the restless populace 
of a big city, are always glad for some out- 


side amusement on Christmas evening. But 


those who have homes or who can go to the 
homes of friends and taste the joys of family 
life on this night of all nights of the year 
find no charms in the théater as a Christmas 
entertainment. I do not believe that the 
critics of the various newspapers felt par- 
ticularly happy at having to leave their 
homes for the playhouse, but they were out 


in force. 


It was not an exacting audience that 
filled the Criterion to its doors to witness 
the first performance of Du Barry.“ The 
reign of Louis XV. suggested little to their 
minds beyond high heels and powdered wigs. 
If there were plenty of these they were 
satisfied as to the historical accuracy of the 
play. As a matter of fact Mr. Belasco has 
snapped his fingers at history and made a 
play to suit the temperament of his star. 
He prints conspicuously on his program this 
quotation from Dr. Holmes: Not the great 
historical events, but the personal incidents 


that call up single, sharp pictures of some 


human being in its pang or struggle, reach 
us more nearly.“ This is quite true, but 
I suppose that Dr. Holmes meant real history 
and not imaginary history. : 
So far as history is concerned this play 
might as well be called Carter or Belasco 
as Du Barry.“ Du Barry was one of the 
most self-contained and calculating women 
of her class. She took up one man after 
the other to serve her purposes. She had no 
such genuine love as Mr. Belasco gives her 
for young Crosse-Brissac. Indeed, no such 
person crossed her path. The Duc de Bris- 
sac, who in the play figures as the father 
of Crosse, was her patron. It was his head 


that she found on a plate in her room, but 
after the first shock at the sight, which 


was only momentary, she forgot that he had 
ever existed. Mr. Belasco invents a young 
Crosse for her to love and he puts sentiment 
into her mouth concerning her love that 
would have been absolutely impossible for 
Du Barry even to have dreamed. The Du 
Barry of Belasco is a woman who was her 
own worst enemy. One who was the victim 
of circumstances, who would have much 
preferred picking violets in her own door 
yard than to have bedecked herself with 


crown jewels. His Du Barry is by turns 
a saint and by turns a Zaza, giving utterance 
to maudlin sentimentality when not tearing 
passion to tatters. 7 | 

Mr. Belasco’s Louis XV. ſe as little like 
the original, as is his Du Barry. The French 


monarchs of those days did not allow even 


their favorites to row them, if I may use the 
term, as a fish wife might row her old man. 
They believed in the dignity that hedges 
about a King and never permitted a famil- 
larity, much less a dressing down at the 
hands of a subject. 


Writing Du Barry Mr. Belasco 
evidently had two objects in view— 
one, a big name; the other, a part 
to sult Mrs. Carter. Du Barry is 
one of the best known and most 
picturesque women in French history, so her 
name was one with which to conjure. But 
the real Du Barry would not have suited the 
purpose of this clever playwright. She was 
unsympathetic, and Mr. Belasco, unlike Mr. 
Pinero, does not believe in unsympathetic 
heroines. If he paints a courtesan he wants 
you to feel that it was her misfortune, not 
her fault, that she was one. If the devil did 
not appear in the flesh to tempt her, as he 
did in the case of poor Marguerite, he was 
around in the spfrit, and his influence was 
just as potent. In Zaza Mrs. Carters 
great scene was in the fourth act, when she 
tore her heart from her breast and beat it 
into bits before the spell-bound andience. 
In every act and almost ¢ very scene of “ Du 
Barry” Mrs. Carter tears her heart to 
shreds. It is a much more emotional role 
than Zaza, but it has none of the human 
touches of the latter play: One fel rry 
for Zaza, but, notwithstanding all her senti- 
mental philosophizing, Du Barry leaves you 
cold. Mrs. Carter does have moments, how- 
ever, when she shows real power, when she 
makes the breath of her auditors come quick 
and fast, but she does not move to tears. 


NM 
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R. BELASCO has spared no pains 
or expense in the production of this 
play. It is magnificently mounted. 
Rumor says that $75,000 was spent 
before the first performance. This 
is no doubt an exaggeration, but at the same 
time money has bees lavishly spent. The 


star's dresses are said to have cost $10,000. 


The one she wears in the scene in the Royal 
Gardens is set down at $3,000, but, unless the 
gilt that adorns it is spun gold, it would be 
hard to say what the money was spent for. 
This dress, by the way, though handsome, is 
not of the period—it is thoroughly up to date. 
Indeed there is no effect of atmosphere in 
tHe play, either in the setting or the lines. 
There is in the former a false air of the 
period, except in the last act. The setting of 
that is remarkable. The real atmosphere of 


those stormy days was given with thrilling 
effect in Robespierre.” I defy any one who 
saw that play ever to forget the effect of the 
scene in the court yard of the prison when 
men and women were marched out to die. 
No book that I have ever read gave me a 
more thrilling or convincing picture. That 
is what I call atmosphere in a play. But Mr. 
Belasco’s “ Du Barry is good enough his- 

ry and good enough atmosphere for the

ceived with acclaim by a large audience, 
No one in that packed auditorium was more 
enraptured than the star’s mother, who oc- 
cupied a stage box and smiled upon the stage 
through her tears. 

M. Richpin need not fret himself. This 
Du Barry is not his. No Frenchman could 
possibly have written it. It is thoroughly 
American and just about as much like the 
France of Louis XV. as a play written by a 
Frenchman with George Washington as its 


hero would be Ike the America of the revo- 


lution.

Cocktails Are Tame Compared 
to Drinks of Which They 
Swallowed Great 


| Quantities. 


colossal potations indulged in by 
us inhabitants of the North of Eu- 
rope and England during the New 
Year season in the time of Elizabeth 
and Charles II. give ample evidence 
that our forefathers must have been blessed 
with constitutions of extraordinary charac- 
ter,” said the antiquarian. In the good 
old days when New Year's day was a feast 
in reality and not in name only there was 
sume mighty drinking done by our Anglo- 
Saxon and other ancestors. Drinking of the 
present day is not compared to it. 

“The modern all imbiber and the 
youth who has arrived at that stage where 
he imagines he must have his absinthe would 
have to renege if called upon to drink some 
of the concoctions which were prepared for 
the delectation of our progenitors The 
clergy in those days preached, as they do 
now, against the evils of intemperance, but 
the force of their argument was greatly im- 
paired from the fact that bibulous habits 
Hourished with fully as much vigor among 
these reverend gentlemen of the cloth as : 
among the laity. 

he conviviality of the clergy is wit- 
néessed by the names of some of the drinks 
peculiar to the New Year's season. There 
were “ bishop,” “ cardinal,’ pope, and 
“jawn sleeves.“ The ingredients of these 
drinks have not been handed down in history, 
but there is ground for the belief that wine, 
aie, cider, cognac, fruits, and spices were 
abundantly employed in each. Lawn 
sigeves has been identified with wassall, a 
powerful beverage of the Elizabethan and 
Wilier periods. The main purpose of the 
brewer of these drinks seems to have been 
t@ imcrease the intoxicating qualities at 
Whatever cost to the stomach. W may 
be said to be identified with good, old-fash- 
ned New Year's. Everybody who has read 
“Pickwick Papers’ holds in fond remem- 
nee the mighty bowl of wassail, some- 
times smaller than an ordinary washhouse 
copper, in which the hot apples were hiss- 
ing and bubbling with a rich look and a jolly 
sound." According ta some writers, wassail 
Was composed of ale, wine, brandy, and 
Spices, but this recipe was not always strict- 
ly adhered to. Whatever its composition, it 

re to have had a peculiar heady effect 
frequently caused the hardy drinkers to 
fall into a comatose state. 


Inherited from the Teutons. 


“The boisterous convivialities which for - 
Wer prevailed at New Year's are said to 
have had their origin in the Scandinavian 
and Teutonic tribes, among whom a festival 
was celebrated in honor of certain. gods 

bout that time. One famous Teuton hero 
reported to have provided the most ex- 
‘tfavagant orgies. His guests ate bacon and 
ank beer and mead in vast quantities, and 
the diet does not appear to have disagreed 
With them. Mead was of uncertain compo- 
ion, but was most likely a thick, sweet, 
intoxicating beverage, resembling in con- 
Sistency the wines of ancient Greece. The 
term mead was employed in England to 
nate an entirely different beverage, 
much more like the modern porter than the 
Ofiginal liquor. It is mentioned as having a 
prominent place at the New Year celebra- 
tions in England, where it shared the honors. 
with several other drinks which were chiefly 
remarkable for their names. 

“One of them was a Bort of Dutch beer, 


ey sensation, so that to say drink Upse- 
Wien came to be another way of saying 
that a man drank like a pig. * Upse- 
Breese was another similar drink imported 
from Friesland. Other oddly-named liquors 
of the time, all Of which were much used at 
Christmas celebrations, were: ‘Rowsa,’ of 
Danish ancestry; ‘ Stoop,’ of Rhenish; pim- 
lite,’ crambo," mumgroats,“ ‘fogs,’ and 
*footale.” Among the names of the various 
'Feceptacies in which these mixtures were 
served were ‘ mazes,’ n whiskins,’ 
‘Diggins, “cruises,” ‘ wassail bowls,’ and 
* tankards.’ 


Obsolete Words for “ Jags.” 
None the less interesting are the names 
used to. describe the condition of the New 
Near revelers after they had partaken freely. 
Per example, the drinker was described as 
Deine *foxt,’ * fawed,’ ‘ flustered,’ ‘ suttle,’ 
*cupehot,” * cut in the leg or backe,“ having 
*seen the French King,’ having ‘ swallowed 
@ faire or tavern token,’ having ‘ whipt the 
eat, “been at the scriveners,’ ‘ learned to 
e indentures,’ dit his grannam,’ or bit 
by a barnwessel.’ : 
Various devices were employed in order 
that there might be no shirking of one’s duty 
, te @rink his fill. It is related that two boon 
“empanions, who frequented the London 
taverns during reign of Queen Bess, en- 
tered into a mn compact that if either 
should ever be so remiss as to leave any 
“heel tapes in his glass the other might 
have the privilege of tossing the dregs in his 
mee. The historian seriously observes that 
im order to preserve the integrity of their 
irt fronts these two young men found it 
‘to thelr advantage to drain the last drop 
before setting down their glasses. 
~Bomewhat similar to this was the cus- 
tom called *‘supernaculum,’ which obliged 
-those who professed to observe it to drain 
ee glasses so that only a drop remained, 
ena to.prove that this had been done the 
‘afinker was required to empty what re- 
ea upon hie thumb nall. If more than 
= Single drop was forthcoming the unlucky 
one was compelled to pay a forfeit. Pin 
Grinking was a custom which greatly en- 
ee the conviviality of the New Year 
petations. It .consisted of sticking a pin 
through a huge wooden cup and the drinker 
ertook to empty the cup so that the con- 
fents should measure even with the pin. If 
he @rank too much or too little he was obliged 
te All and try again. It is not surprising to 
find it recorded that, after numerous unsuc- 
ul attempts to accomplish this feat, 
the. dauntiess revelers eventually succumbed 
anda slid comfortably from their seats to the 
floor beneath the table. 


Competition in Intoxication. 

Drinking to the muzzle ’ was a practice 
imauiged in during New Year’s time by only 
most daring or seasoned tipplers. When 
ed from the comparative sober stand- 
point of modern days it seems almost be- 
pone belief that such things could have 
existed. 

sole object was to produce a state 
@xtreme intbdxication in all the parties 
concerned. The ‘game,’ as it was errone- 
eusiy styled, was usually played by half a 
Wien persone. It commenced by the first 
ebene glass, probably of ale. The 
@econd drank two, the third three, and so 
on, the last drinking six. 

en they began over again, the first 
Grinking six, the second five, and the sixth 
one. The third round was begun like the 
firet by the first man drinking one and the 


last six. The ambition of the party was to | 


keep the game going until six rounds had been 
oompieted, at the end of which each would 
have had twenty-one glasses. The party 
then challenged another set of six to equal 
eheir performance. If they succeeded in 
Geing so the number of rounds were in- 
greased until one set or the other was forced 
a0 acknowledge ite inferiority. The win- 
"mere were known as champions.“ 

“It is probably in connection with this 
custom that the story arose in the olden days 
that certain schools had been established in 
oon to teach the art of drinking, or art 
ent as it was called. On graduating 
from these schools or colleges the candi- 
Gate, eo the story of the day went, received 

Gipioma appointing him to an honored 
place among The Roaring Boys,’ or the 

Damned Crew.’

Girl’s Rac 


e with 
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Rides Through Swelled C 


Wins Her Heart. 


N ascending the middle fork of the Guada- 
loupe River the traveler finds himself 
journeying between two walls of rock. 
rising on either hand to a height of from 
800 to 400 feet. The trail often lies in 


the bed of the shallow stream, and when it 
follows the shore it is never more than a 


few steps from the water. 
It is sixteen miles from Japonica, a town 
inhabited by five persons living in one house, 


to the great spring in the mountains which 


is the source of the beautiful Texas river. 
In going between these two places the 
stranger, if he happens to be a close ob- 
server, finds when he reaches the end of his 
journey that he has the crooked 
stream just twenty-three times. 

It is a dangerous road to travel. Rain- 
storms and cloudbursts frequently cause 
the swift running mountain stream to rise 
with startling rapidity and swell into a 
raging torrent that sweeps everything be- 
tween its precipitous shores to certain death. 
Tt has been known to rise in a few minutes 
to a height of fifty feet and roll through the 
cafions in great waves with the fury and de- 
structi power of an ocean current con- 
vulsed by a storm.

Apparently the horsemen had plenty of time 
to jump-their horses to places of safety onfy 
a few steps away after they heard the noise 
of an approaching rise in the river, but they 
did not. One of them was swept away on 


his horse, and the other barely escaped. 


A few weeks ago there was a cloudburst 
in the Guadaloupe Mountains which caused 
the most sudden and appalling rise of the

been witnessed. Considerable property was 
destroyed, but fortunately no lives were lost, 
though several persons .narrowly 8 
drowning, and one was saved from certain 
death through the timely warning and

APAN is the jolliest country in the 
world at New Year's. It is three times 
jolly, in fact. Each Jan. 1 438,000,000 
subjects in the Land of the Rising Sun 
begin to paint the Mikado’s empire the 

giorious roseate hue of the imperial emblem. 
This deep red harmony, they say, is eminent- 
ly fitting at the beginning of the year; and 
that the painting may be well done they 
administer three distinct and separate coats 
right lavishly. 

The bottom or foundation coat is two full 
weeks in putting on. Joy flows in streams 
along the thoroughfares, swelled by rivulets 
from every house. All the city folk call on 
each other; all the country folk come in to 
help them do it, and everybody gives every- 
body presents. This may be called the offi- 
cial New Year's. It dates only from 1870, 
when the Japanese government changed its 
calendar to conform with that of the rest of 
the world. On Feb. 1 there is a second coat- 
ing—the New Year's of old Japan, still dear 
to the rural heart. All the country folk call 
on one another and the city folk go out to 
help them. There is less formality about this 
and less eclat, but good-fellowship abounds 
and joy is rampant for a week. 

The third coating is given in good old Chi- 
nese style. Its date depends on the moon, as 
does our Easter festival. Each household 
celebrates by itself in part, and in part with 
outside friends, but this feast is more domes- 
tic though not less sacredly observed than 
the two preceding. 

The New Year season is the time to see 
Japan socially at its best. it is true there are 
no kiku, as they call chrysanthemums, nor 
cherry blossoms. The kiku is in the fall and 
the sakura in the spring, both seasons when 
all outdoors is a garden party and exquisite- 
ly picturesque, but, with all its loveliness, it 
is only the outside one sees then. 

To see into the homes and the heart of 
Japan one must be there New Year’s. Busi- 
ness generally is suspended, both private and 
public. Allis wide open then, and hospitality, 
such as is unknown in Europe or America, is 
the rule without exception.

Real Hairs Cling to It. 

The head is slightly inclined forward, as 
if reposing upon a pillow. Framing the face 
and forehead, but exposing part of the 
throat, is the cast of a molded drapery, the 
texture and even the embroidery of which 


are most skilifully reproduced. The left ear 
is entirely exposed, but only the lobe of the 


right ear is visible. 
A number of the dead President's own 


hairs adhere to the right temple of the cast. 


One of his eyelashes rests upon the right 
cheek. 

The features are expressively calm and 
peaceful. The prominent brow is smooth 
and furrowless. Two irregular vertical 
lines between the bushy brows are the only 
relics of care imprinted above the features 
proper. The closed eyelids, with their long 
lashes, bear the soft imprint of spirituality. 
The cheeks, more sunken than ih life, but 
less so than during the lying in state in the 
rotunda of the Capitol, bear the saddest re- 
minder of the nation’s tragedy and the hell- 
ish accomplishment of anarchy. The traces 
of a peaceful, benevolent smile remain 
about the lips and above the prominent, dim- 

The sharp, Napoleonic. profile is the most 
striking view which can be obtained. As 
the sun changes, the shadows playing over 
the magnificent’ features bring gut the 
beauty of expression when the view is full 
face or three-quarters. 

The cast rests upon a purple cushion of 
richest velvet, upholstered to the ebony base 
of the containing case. The sides and top 
of the latter are of beveled plate glass, a 
half-inch thick, and are secured together by 
nickel bolts. 


Mold Destroyed After One Cast. 


This cast is the only one taken from the 
mold made upon the dead President’s face. 
The mold was destroyed in Buffalo. 

As an ald to sculptors designing the hun- 
dreds of McKinley statues to be erected in 
the new and old world, Mr. Pausch has com- 


piled a detailed chart giving all of the angles 
of the profile; its exact measurements from 


the center lines; the perpendicular and hori- 
zontal measurements of the full face. These 
data were obtained by applying calipers to 
the mask. They will make it unnecessary 
to remove the case from the cast and expose 


President as he appeared in the vigor of 
life. Buch alterations will probably be based 
upon the numerous photographs of Presi- 
dent McKinley. But, as a matter of fact, 
the late President was too sensitive to the

The entire features were next cov- 
ered with a coating of the white material. 
Within a half hour after the wet mold was

Thus was obtained the mold or negative, 
from which the mask proper wascast. This 
mold having thoroughly hardened, the 
purest of white plaster paris was poured into 
it and allowed to solidify and settle. The 
now had to be chiseled away, piece by 
ece, and here is seen the purpose of the 
film of colored plaster next the face. Hours 
and hours of delicate chiseling gradually ex- 
posed this stratum, immediately beneath 
which the outer layer of the positive was 
known to rest.

This death mask of President McKinley 
is not as yet the property of the nation. Itis 
technically entered upon the books of the 
National Museum as a loan.

Lincoln Masks Made in Life. 


Two masks of the face of President Linco 
are installed in the National — Both 
of these, however, were made before the 
nation’s first martyr was assassinated. 

The first Lincoln mask was made at Chi- 
cago in 1860 by the sculptor,- Leonard W. 
Volk. Mr. Lincoln was then without a 


beard. The same sculptor made at Spring- 


field, III., on the Sunday following Mr. Lin- 
coln’s nomination for the Presidency casts 
of his hands, in one of which he is clutching 
a rod. The first bronze casts from these 
molds were presented to the government by 
thirty-three subscribers, including John Hay, 
George W. Childs, and Richard ‘Watson 
Gilder. Plaster casts from the same were 
deposited in the National Museum. 

Sixty days before President Lincoln’s 
death Clark Mills, the Washington sculptor, 
made a second life mask of the great Amer- 
ican. This is installed in the same case 
which displays those made by Mr. Volk.

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SUCCESSFUL PNEUMATIC DYNAMITE GU 


SUCCESSFUL dynamite oun bast final- 
ly been constructed, according to re- 
ports from Hilton Head, 8. C., where 
the tests were held in the presence of 
government inspecturs and offivers of 
the Pneumatic Torpedo and Construction 
company, in whose shops the gun was made. 
The government specifications called for an 
engine which could huri a projectile contain- 
ing 500 pounds of nitroglycerin or other 


high explosive a distance of5,000 yards. The 


Hilton Head gun threw 500 pounds of nitro- 
giycerin 6,000 yards.

gunpowder has been associated. A box of 
dynamite may be thrown from any height 
or may sustaim a violent shock without ex- 
_plosion. It is much safer than gunpowder 
when all possible conditions of shipment 
and storage are considered. 

In the beginrling dynamite was made by 
saturating wood pulp, sawdust, or charcoal 
with nitroglycerin. Later it was found

In this form dynamite freezes casily, and 
it. hardens past working at 42°; on being 
warmed, to 60° or above, however it regains 
its full force. In small quantities it may be 
burned without danger; in large bulk, hows 
ever, it is likely to explode while burning. 
To explede it special detonating caps are 
used in the cartridges. 

Another explosive agent, used almost 4s 
extensively as dynamite, is blasting gelatin, 
u mixture of nitroglycerin and mitrocotton, 
which is one of the most effective ex plosives, 
It is a tough, elastic, semi-transparent sub- 
stance, ‘more insengible to shocks than & 
dynamite, and it is necessary to omploy fer 
its explosion an especially strong detonator, 
it is insoluble in water, and thie quality 
renders it speciaMy suitable for subaquecdus 
lasting. 

Both dynamite and gelatin are packed in 
paper shells that have been dipped in par 
afim The packing of dynamite cartridges 
is done by hand, while gelatin usually & 
packed by machine. Packers receive about 
£60 a month for this work and consider 
comparatively free from danger. The mix- 
ing-houses are considered most dangerous, 
although accidents are few even there. Tn 
one big plant near Chi ago, which has been 
in operation more then twenty years, only 
eight men have been. killed, and when ft is 
considered that at times 200 men have tee 
employed it will be seen that dynamite work- 
ers are less Hable to accident than are men 
in many other occupations that comme 
are regarded as ecarcely in the hazardous 
class.

Figure 3 represents the starting posi- 
tion: The arms are held rigid and down- 
ward, with clinched fists and flexed muscles, 
the palms toward the body, feet and lege as 
fn the foregoing exercise, with ali the muscles 
well contracted.. From the original position 
the arms are raised sideways to a horizontal 
position, as shown in re 2, and then back 
to the original position. Both exercises 
should be With full tungs, the chest 
well th ‘out, and should be executed 
pidly. Im the beginning it will be found 
sufficient to repeat each one of the two exer- 
cises described ten times, but gradually the 
number of repetitions should be increased 
until it reaches thirty orforty. It is of great 
importance to keep the lungs full and the 
abdomen contracted during the exercises. 
“One of the best exercises for the ab- 
domen and stomach, and highly bene- 
ficial influence in all cases of indigestion and 
constipation is one illustrated in figures 5 
and 6. The body is extended flat on the back, 
with the palms of the hands resting on the 
floor, as shown in figure 5. From that po- 


sition the legs, which must be ‘held stiff, are . 


shown in figure 6, and slowly lowered to the 
original position. The exercise should be 
repeated from ten times in the beginning 
to thirty or more ‘times after the muscles 
are sufficiently strong. In going through 
that exercise one should inhale while rais- 
ing the legs and exhale. 

An excellent exercise for strenghtening 
the loins, the abdomen, and the stomuch is 
the one shown In figures 7 and 8. For the 
starting position, as shown in figure 7, 
stand ‘erect, with the shoulders well thrown 
back, the hands clasped back of the head, 
and the feet about two feet apart. From 
that position swing the arms rapidly for- 
ward and downward between the legs, bend- 
ing the body at the Hips, as shown in figure 
8, and following the movement of the arms. 
with body as well as head. It is important 
that the head be well thrown back in the 
criginal position, and bent as far forwards 
as possible when the body is swung’ down- 
ward between the legs.

In the 
front are glass doors, which are opened 
when the child is handled; and at the side 
a glass sliding-door by means of which it 
is watched and’ fed, The lower front can 
be removed when the incubator is sterilized 
Dr. De Lee’s Invention. 

The infant who comes into the world too 
soon requires a warm, moist atmosphere 
of a definite tension, and also of a sure 
amd constant amount of radiant heat. Ther- 
mometric observations have shown that 
the air in the imcubator must be 86 to 93 
degrees F., that the bed must be 94 to 100 
degrees F., and that these must vary pro- 
portionately as the incubator is set at.one 
or the other degree of temperature. The

this three bi-convex hollow disks contain- 
ing ethyl-chloride, which expand and con- 
tract under thé influence of heat and cold, 
are placed in the upper right half of the 
lower chamber.

Perfect ventilation of the couveuse de- 


mands that the air be taken into it fresh, 
that the current through it be at once strong 
enough to give the child the necessary 
amount of fresh air, and gentle enough to 
prevent a chilling draft. This is done by 
taking the air directly from out of doors 
at a low point, where there has been sun- 
light at some time duing the day. It ts car- 
ried to the incubator by a three-inch pipe, 
passes into the lower chamber through 4 
cotton filter fitted at its side, is spread over 
the warm water pan by a curved plate, be- 
comes heated, and rises through the flue 
which is at the side of the upper chamber. 
It circulates downward around the infant 
and is collected under the bed; finally it as- 
cends through the flue at the head and. es- 
capes by the chimney above. In this flue is 
a glass cylinder; through this the ventilator, 
or anemoscope,, which indicates the current 
of the air, can be watched, 

Three feet above the mney is a faur- 
inch air exhaust flue, with an eight-inch fun- 
nel, which has the triple function of Creating 
a current from the floor of the nursery to-

Mr, Seeley was a student of law at a time 
when Sir Richard Owen was lecturing on 
“ Extinct Fossil Reptiles.” The skill of the 
great master who built bones together as a 
cha builds with a box of bricks taught 
him that the laws which determine the 
forms of animale were less understood at 
thet time than the laws which govern the 
relations of men in their country. The laws 
of nature promised to the author a better 
return of new knowledge for reasonable 
etudy. Then he went to Cambridge and for 


ten years worked with the professor of . 


geology, the late Rev. Adam Sedgewick, 
LL. D., F. R. ., in gathering their bones 
from the so-called Cambridge coprolite bed, 
the Cambridge gtfeeneand. He discovered 
bones in thousands, battered and broken, 
but instructive, as better matertal might 
not have been. 

Professor Seeley says that the history of 
life on the earth during the epochs of geo- 
logical time unfolds no more wonderful dis- 
covery among types of animals which have 
become extinct than the family of fossile 
known as fiying reptiles. Its coming Into 
existence, its structure and passing away 


from the living world are among the great 


mysteries of nature.
